TIES WITH EAST, HARDENING TOWARD WEST REPORTED

[Text] Luanda, 12 Nov (AFF)--Soviet head of state Leonid Brezhnev's death 
occurs at a time when Angola is reaffirming its attachment to the socialist 
bloc and hardening its attitude toward Washington, observers in Luanda 
noted on Friday. 


These observers point out that for more than 1 week now the contacts with 
"allied" countries have become frequent and widely covered by the Angolan 
media. Last 26 October, when the Hungarian defense minister paid a visit 
to Luanda, Angola and Hungary signed an agreement on military cooperation. 


On 2 November, Lucio Lara, a member of the political bureau and the MPLA- 
Labor Party organizing secretary, was received in Cuba by head of state 
Fidel Castro. Angolan Defense Minister Pedro Maria Tonha Pedale also 
paid an official visit to the GDR on 3 November and was later received 

in Havana on 10 November by Raul Castro, the vice president of the Cuban 
Council of State. 


During that period, declaration followed declaration at a sustained 
rhythm, On the occasion of the October revolution anniversary, President 
Eduardo Dos Santos spoke of the government's "military solidarity" toward 
the USSR's policy. 


Also, in his speech of 11 November delivered on the occasion of the 
independence day celebration, the Angolan head of state conveyed to "the 
Cuban internationalists" based in Angola--put at 20,000 soldiers by 
Western sources--"the affection"--a term very rarely used in political 
speeches in Angola--"and the esteem" of the leadership of the party for 
their militant solidarity. 


In turn, Yevgeniy Kozlovskiy, the chairman of the USSR-Angola Friendship 
Society, recalled on 11 November in Moscow chat "the Soviet Union has 
always been at the side of Angolans from the colonial times," and the 
Soviet agency APN announced an increase of eigiitt percent in commercial 
exchanges with Luanda. 











At that same time, President Dos Santos denounced "imperialist inter- 
ference and plots by the Western powers, especially the United States, 
which claims to establish a link between Namibia's accession to indepen- 
dence and the withdrawal of Cuban forces from Angola." 


For over a week now, the Angolan authorities, disappointed by the deadlock 
into which negotiations for Namibia's independence have been plunged, have 
again adopted a harder line towards Washington, described as "imperialist." 
The Angolan official newspaper in its latest editorial also accused "inter- 
national imperialism, championed by the United States, of contributing 

to the undermining of the political, social and material basis of the 
People's Republic of Angola." 


Finally, Paulo Jorge, the Angolan minister of foreign affairs, accused 
the “enemies of peace of behaving in a more aggressive manner, especially 
in southern Africa, Latin America and the Middle East." 


According to well-informed sources in Luanda, since Washington's "Cuban 


obsession" concerning the Namibian question, a new "regrouping among the 
allies has been taking place."

UN OFFICE BUILDING INAUGURATED IN LUANDA

[Text] Luanda, 8 Nov (ANGOP)--The building housing the various specialized 
ayencies of the United Nations in Luanda was inaugurated on Saturday at a 
ceremony presided over by Paulo Teixeira Jorge, the Angolan foreign minister. 


On the occasion, Paulo Jorge announced that very shortly an informstion and 
documentation center will be established in the same building for the use of 
Portuguese-speaking African countries as well as other countries with which 
the People's Republic of Angola has close bonds of friendship and cooperation. 


Touching on the assistance given by the various UN specialized agencies, 
especially the United Nations Development Program [UNDP] in Angola's develop- 
ment efforts, the Angolan foreign affairs minister emphasized that this ges- 
ture is a testimony of the fruitfulness of the cooperation existing between 
the United Nations and the Angolan Government. 


Since 1979, the United Nations has contributed more than $107,225 to the devel- 
opment of Angola, These contributions were made through the UNDP, UNICEF, World 
Food Program [PAM], United Nations Funds for Population Activities [UNFPA] and 
United Nations Capital Development Fund [UNCDF]. 


The building, which has just been inaugurated, was constructed by the Angolan 
state secretariat for cooperation in collaboration with the United Nations 
program for the development of specialized UN agencies, especially the UNDP, 
the High Commission for Refugees, WHO and the PAM, 


This ceremony, which was attended by Michel Doo Kingue, UN undersecretary 
general and regional director for Africa and the director of the UNDP, was 

also marked by an exposition showing the achievements of the UN's cooperation 
activities in Angola. These include the stands of the Angolan Women's Organ- 
ization, SWAPO and Angolan companies responsible for geology and mining, health, 
industry, fisheries and other areas of the Angolan economy. 


SWAPO President Sam Nujoma, Angolan Secretary of State for Cooperation Paulino 
Pinto Joao, members of the Central Committee of the MPLA-Labor Party and of 
the government and the diplomatic corps accredited to Angola were also present 
at this ceremony,

RSA NAVY DESTROYS BRIDGES--Luanda, 11 Nov (AFP)--South African commandos 
partly destroyed the two biggest bridges in southern Angola in a raid on 
the port of Namibe on Sunday night, officials said here today. The 
officials said the commandos used inflatable boats to get ashore from 
warships which sailed into Angola waters. The two bridges are strate- 
gically important, since one of them carries the railway leading from 

the Jamba-Cassinga iron ore mines in south central Angola and the other 
lies on a military supply route.

BRAZILIANS CAPTURED BY UNITA--Paris, 11 Nov (AFP)--Angolan rebels of the 
National Union for the Total Independence of Angola (UNITA) captured two 
Brazilian technicians last week, the rebels said in a communique received 
here Wednesday. According to the communique, UNITA also occupied the 

town of Gago Coutinho, 70 kms (45 miles) west of the Zambian border, on 
Monday. The rebels said 112 government soldiers and 10 Cuban troops had 
been killed in the town's takeover. The two Brazilians, Alberto Gentil 
Pimenta and Alvaro Da Cunha Oliveira, were captured during a rebel attack 
on Calulo, 220 kr~ (150 miles) south of Luanda, according to the communique.

PRESIDENT CITED ON TIES WITH PORTUGAL

[Unattributed report: "Portugal Important in Namibia Question, Says Aristides 
Pereira on Leaving Lisbon" ] 


[Excerpt] Portugal occupies a "special position" in the establishment on peace 
in Southern Africa, because of its relations with the forces involved in the 
conflict. This was said by Aristides Pereira, who left Lisbon yesterday for 
Algeria. The Cape Verde president stressed the need for all countries wanting 
peace to commit themselves to a solution of the Namibian conflict and said that 
there are "major risks that the situation will deteriorate." 


Aristides Pereira revealed that the Nami»ian question could be one of the topics 
of discussion with George Bush, whose visit to Cape Verde starts on 9 November. 
He stressed, however, that the U.S. Vice President's visit is taking place with- 
in the framework of bilateral relations "dating back centuries," and pointed out 
that the number of Cape Verdiars living in the United States is equal to the 
islands’ population. 


"We are prepared to do our best to ensure that a solution can be found for 
Namibia as soon as possible," he added, stressing Cape Verde's "complete readi- 
ness" in this connection, despite the "modest role proper to it, for all 
reasons." 


On his arrival in Lisbon Aristides Pereira revealed the possibility of talks 
being held in his country on the future of the former German colony currently 
occupied by South Africa and pointed out yesterday that under the terms of the 
decisions taken at the "five country summit" in Cape Town, Portugal too has a 
"special role" in the solution of the conflict. 


The Cape Verde president also mentioned his country's relations with Guinea 
Bissau, saying that they are experiencing not a deadlock but "mutual difficul- 
ties." He described relations between Portugal and Cape Verde as excellent and 
said that he was anxious to maintain contacts "as frequently as possible" with 
the Portuguese authorities. 


During his few hours in Lisbon, Aristides Pereira was received by Ramalho 

Eanes and spoke with Pinto Balsemao for 45 minutes at the Queluz Palace. 
According to official sources, they discussed matters concerning bilateral co- 
operation and also topical foreign policy issues, particularly concerning Africa.

FIVE-YEAR PLAN ADOPTED

[Text] Praia, 9 Nov (AFP)--Cape Verde's first 5-year development plan 
(1982-1985) and the 1982 investment program were today adopted by the 
Cape Verdean Council of Ministers. 


The plan envisages the investment of ?6 billion escudos ($5.2 billion), 
that is to say more than three times the country's total investments from 
1978 to 1981, as well as the creation of more than 1,000 jobs. 


More than 62 percent of the finance needed for the project has been pro- 
cured, while the necessary contacts are being made with financing sources 
for the acquisition of another 22 percent. 


The fundamental objectives of the Cape Verdean first plan are to improve 
the people's living conditions and to create the conditions for the 
development of the country thanks to the creation of infrastructures, 
especially in the fields of transportation and the exploitation of 
resources. 


The 1982 investment program, for its part, gives priority to rural develop- 
ment which occupies 60.5 percent of the country's total manpower. Fifty- 
seven percent of its total cost which has not been specified, will be 
provided through foreign aid.

OPPOSITION MEMBERS DECRY ‘ABSENCE OF DEMOCRACY'

[Text] Libreville, 17 Nov (AFP)--The first two members of an illegal Gabonese 
opposition party to appear in court today condemned the "absence of democracy" 
in Gabon, a one-party state. 


Civil administrator Oyono Aba and Jules Mba, an administrative inspector, also 
described the "inconceivable" conditions during their 10-month prison detention 
along with about 50 others on charges of attempting to form an opposition aprty, 
the National Recovery Movement (MORENA). 


The two men said they were kept in a tyo-by-two metre (yard) prison cell, 
"without daylight and without medical care" and with "precarious" hygiene. 


They said they were only given one piece of bread and 200 grams (six ounces) 
of fish every day, and could only wash for a quarter of an hour "every 3 or 4 


days." 


"At the beginning of my detention I was kept as naked as Adam and Eve," Oyono 
Aba said. 


Jules Mba, who said he was expecting to receive the death sentence, said his 
cell had been "death's anti-chamber," and complained of their treatment in a 
country which is pledged to "freedom and democracy." 


The two men asked the court to intercede with the prison authorities to obtain 
imporved prison conditions. 


They admitted that they belonged to the illegal political party MORENA and 
that in November last year they had contributed to the "white paper" which 
denounced the "abuses" of President Omar Bongo's regime and called for a multi- 


party state. 


But the defendants said that they never intended to “organise insurrection" 
and "overthrow" existing Gabonese institutions. They said that their intention 
was to alert President Bongo to the "misdeeds of his entourage." 








In support of their arguments, the two men said they had never built up arms 
and explosives stocks and were not planning any violence in Gaong. 


"We are being held responsible for intentions we never had. A section of 
citizens is hoping for the installation of a real dialogue of citizens is 
hoping for the installation of a real dialogue with the existing regime in 
Gabon. We tried to get it started," Oyone Aba said. 


The court president reminded the defendants that criticisms were invited within 
the Gabonese Democratic Party (PDG) and that this was an institutionalized 
channel "to express oneself freely." 


Oyono Aba replied "I do not believe in dialogue in a closed room." 


"In a real democracy, there must be at least two parties. The PDG is a source 
of dictatorship,"' Jules Mba added. 


The court president also charged that the two opponents of the regime had sent 
several copies of the "white paper" to the French authorities. 


"What were you expecting France to do?" he asked. 


"We were only hoping that France would persuade Mr Bongo to opt in favour of 

a revision of the constitution, which prohibits a multi-party system," Oyono 
Aba said. 

The court president noted that the fact that Gabonese had involved "foreigners" 
was a "treason" against the president. 

President Bongo had never received a copy of the "white paper," the court 
president said, asking how therefore the two men intended to begin a dialogue 
with the head of state. 


Mr Oyono Aba said that acting on information, the police had seized their 


documents and arrested a first round of people in November last year, which 
had prevented Morena from sending the white paper to President Bongo.

FOREIGN BUSINESSMAN DEPORTED--Head of state and chairman of the People's 
Redemption Council [PRC] has ordered the minister of justice to immediately 
effect the deportation of Mr Hussein Lakeef, manager and proprietor of Lakeef 
Brothers’ Company of Monrovia. The head of state also ordered the Ministry of 
Finance to have the company's $24,000 bond checks forfeited and deposited into 
government revenue. The minister of finance has also been directed to auction 
goods from the store and deposit the proceeds into government revenue. Accord- 
ing to the executive mansion release, Mr Lakeef was caught in a plot to cheat 
government of legitimate taxes on imported goods. The head of state said his 
decision to immediately deport Mr Lakeef was based on his recent pronouncement 
that anyone, Liberian or foreigner, caught in corruption will be dealt with 
according to law. Recently, Commander in Chief Doe ordered the Defense Minis- 
try to transfer to Camp Bella Yella all those convicted of corruption, Mean- 
while, the four government employees involved in the act of Mr Lakeef are being

MILITARY TIES WITH PORTUGAL REPORTEDLY SOUGHT 

Defense Minister Lauds Ties

[Excerpt] "What has happened now at the level of the relations established 
between the Mozambique and Portuguese armed forces is an example to the world," 
Mozambique Defense Minister Alberto Chipande said yesterday on leaving Lisbon 
at the conclusion of a l-week visit to Portugual in the course of which the 
establishment of technical military cooperation between the two countries was 
confirmed. Chipande described it as "fine" to have socialized and discussed 
and found "the ways of building cooperation" with "those with whom we were in 
conflict in the past," 


Tne defense minister of the People's Republic of Mozambique stated that the 
assessment of the visit was positive, emphasizing that the cooperation will 
cover logistic support, vocational training of officers and NCO's and the 
supplying of military equipment. 


"The Armed Forces of Portugal--a NATO member country--and Portuguese business- 
men have come up to the expectations we had in choosing this country for the 
first stage of this tour," the Mozambique leader stated, adding that it now 
rests with the two states’ executive bodies "to set in motion the machinery 
which will realize what has been agreed." 


Chipande, who went on from the Portuguese capital to London for an official 
visit at the British defense secretary's invitation, was seen off by his Portu- 
guese counterpart, Freitas do Amaral, Secretary of State for Defense Carlos 
Pardal and Armed Forces Chief of Staff Melo Egidio, and received military 
honors at Portela Airport. 


In his last official action before leaving, General Chipande was received at 
Belem Palace by the president of the republic, to whom he conveyed Samora 
Machel's greetings. 


During the audience, which lasted about 45 minutes, the Mozambique minister 
informed Ramalho Eanes of the way in which his contacts with the Portuguese 
Government, military chiefs and businessmen of the light arms and logistic 
equipment manufacturing sector proceeded. 
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During his stay in Lisbon, let it be emphasized, Chipande, who is also a member 
of the front for the liberation of Mozambique's Standing Political Committee, 
stressed on several occasions that his country "enjoys the support and solidar- 
ity of the fraternal peoples--specifically, the Portuguese people," in the un- 
declared war which South Africa is promoting against Mozambique. 


According to a government source contacted by DIARIO DE NOTICIAS, the total sum 
involved in the sale of equipment to the Mozambique Armed Forces has not yet 
been settled. This will depend on the opening by the Portuguese Government of 
a line of credit which will enable Mozambique to purchase the equipment now 
negotiated by the military. 


Machel to Visit Portugal

[Text] Lisbon--Reports from this city say that Samora Machel shall visit Portu- 
gal early in 1983, to once again request military aid from the Portuguese 
Government.

LEGISLATION TO CONTRACT COOPERANTS TO BE REFORMULATED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1 Oct 82 p l 


[Text] Participants in the Conference on International 
Cooperation, which ended Wednesday in Maputo, recommended 
that the legislation in force be revised, not only in 

the area of contracting technicians but also in the area 
of investments, according to the final communique of the 
conference, which began on 27 September. 


The participants further recommended that pricrity be given to drafting 
various regulations governing the contracting of technicians and foreign 
aid, strengthening the penalties for noncompliance with the principles set 
forth. 


The need to create an enterprise responsible for the contracting of foreign 
technicians and technical assistance and, in the meantime, to improve the 
functioning of the existing structures, providing them with the necessary 
personnel, was another of the major points established at the conference. 


The participants also recommended that control mechanisms be applied 
immediately in such areas as the definition of "ceilings for the use of 
foreign exchange and the number of technicians contracted, and that the 
availability of housing and other important factors involved be taken into 
account. 


"Cooperation should be understood as an instrument of the class struggle, 
both domestic and foreign; as a consequence of our people's assertion of our 
individuality; and as a recognition of our ability to define what we want, 
and when, how and with whom we wish to cooperate," stresses the final 
communique. 


The communique further notes that, on analysis of the new phase of cooperation 
that emerged with our independence, it was observed that there had been 
distortions of priorities and [lack of] supervision of various aspects of 
cooperation, and hence a lack of organization. 


It was also found that, in addition to a duplication of responsibilities 
in various state agencies, there was no clear definition of duties in 
certain sectors. 











The message also reports that an effort should be made to train and to add 
to the personnel in the agencies most involved in international cooperation, 
particularly the MNE [Ministry of Foreign Affairs] and the National 
Directorate of International Cooperation, as well as to create cooperation 
departments in various agencies where justified. 


In fact, it must be guaranteed that individuals involved in international 
cooperation merit the greatest political trust and identify with the 
interests of our people. 


Regarding international cooperation and technical assistance, the participants 
felt there was insufficient control over the contracting of technicians 

and technical assistance, which could be the result of the poor assessment of 
our needs for technicians. It also means that technicians are hired with 
poor professional qualifications and that the c2pability and performance of 
the contracted technicians are not evaluated. 


This often leads to a renewal of contracts with an increase in pay for 
cooperants who are manifestiy incompetent and unsuited to our circumstances. 


It is also noted that, as a result of the discussions, the participants 
recognized the effort which most of the foreign technicians devote to the 
nation's economic development, particularly those who identify with the 
interests of the Mozambican workers and persevere on the harshest work 
fronts.

EDITORIAL CITES ROLE OF DOMESTIC BOURGEOISIE

[Text] We were born out of war, andwe have been living in war for the past 

7 years now. Various foreign governments with a common reasoning first wanted 
to prevent us from existing and then wanted to prevent us from being a nation. 
However, because we exist and we are ourselves, a new attack has been launched 
to impede us from growing. 


We are attacked by South Africa, and the detachments that launch such attacks 
are only the tip of the iceberg. They are only part of Pretoria's military 
paranoia and its total war against the dignity of the peoples of Southern Afri- 
ca, including the South Africans, 


Such long periods of military conflict and of channeling human and materia. 
resources into purposes that are not necessarily productive would have placed 
any country of the woria in a situation of crisis and shortages. 


In a country like ours, with an economic structure that bears the stigma of 
underdevelopment brought about by colonial and imperialist plunder, the crisis 
is necessarily deep and the shortages more serious. 


The majority of Mozambicans--with a history and culture that both reflect a 
striving for independence and dignity, and with a number of past victories 
against equally powerful enemies--are ready for the fight, arming themselves 
on all fronts. 


Even though we link the bands that now attack us with South Africa, we must not 
forget the other detachment that corrodes us from within. It is called the 
domestic bourgeoisie, and it is not by chance that the party which leads us has 
been exhorting us to fight against it. Some--advocating a unity which in the 
final analysis is opportunistic, for it lacks principles--hold that it is too 
soon to initiate such simultaneous battles. 


Others, who are closely linked to textbook definitions or to the orthodoxy of 
various models, underestimate and minimize the danger that might come from the 
domestic bourgeoisie, They refer to the insignificance of the means of produc- 
tion, the enterprises and shops in the hands of the national private sector. 
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They forget the "candidates" and the weight that their action might have, 

They forget those who have infiltrated into the system and, not having a firm 
basis of support, float over all the sectors of activity of our country hoping 
Lo obtain such a basis one day. They forget the "sharks" of the big networks, 
who in one day of dealing in contraband gain more money and influence than a 
businessman gains in a month. They forget those in the state apparatus who 
have escaped the pruning of the offensive and who have remained entrenched 
there while making use of their position to obtain personal privileges, to 
block this or that project and to sow the seeds of discontent among the people, 
who have already made so many sacrifices, They forget those within the sectors 
of ideological production, such as information, schools, hospitals and manage- 
ment offices, who spread their procapitalist ideas and stands. They forget 
those in the nationalized enterprises who manipulate the distribution of goods 
for their own advantage. 


The ideas of an individual do not change automatically because he is present in 
a body or productive unit of a state which defends the interests of the workers. 
The clash and the confrontation of concepts and of forms of facing the world are 
universal and do not stop at any obstacle, 


Like the crises of the past, there are still shortages, the accumulation of 
"insufficiencies," the covering up of incompetence and fraud taking place on 
the eve of the fourth congress. 


Since being unmasked during the offensive campaign, the bourgeoisie have held 
firmly to the idea of "colonial inheritance" to try to cover up their attitudes 
of deliberate and organized sabotage. 


Although they are living better than ever before, and in spite of everything, 

the Mozambican bourgeois want still more. They want the complete range of 

"things" that enslave their mind and being. They want their "power," trans- 

lated into money, honors and symbols that differentiate them from the mob, the 

barefoot and the ignorant. In their brains vibrate the models of the imperial- 

ist culture, with all its means of propagation: movies, radio, music, fashions 

and so on. “ 


Apart from their "material" actions, those who have infi!trated into the system 
carry out their campaign inside the country. They pass on to friends and 
acquaintances reports about the war which are distorted and exaggerated. As 
they put it, one can already see hope. They promote the overestimation of the 
"feats" carried out by the bands as well as their might and the inevitability 
of the people's defeat. 


On other occasions we see the return of reactionary statements about negritude.

PORTUGUESE AUTHORITIES REPORTEDLY INVESTIGATING SUSPECT GROUPS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 4 Oct 82 p 1

[Text] An unofficial source in Lisbon has told the Mozambican news agency 
AIM that Portuguese authorities are investigating the activity of individuals 
thought to be connected with the armed bands operating in Mozambiaue. 


In recent years the Portuguese capital has been one of the major bases for 
propaganda activity by Pretoria and its Mozambican arm against the People's 
Republic of Mozambique. 


The same source added that the Investigative Police and the Public Safety 
Police are taking part in the investigations. 


According to the AIM source, the investigation of the MNR [Mozambique 
National Resistance] is being conducted in tandem with the surveillance of 
Angolans residing in Portugal who are suspected of being connected with 
"Operation Kubango," a military operation mounted by South Africa to bring 
about a coup d'etat against the legitimate government of the MPLA. The 
operation was recently denounced by the Portugue3ze weekly EXPRESSO. 


Regarding anti-Angolan activities in Lisbon, it is estimated that about a 
dozen individuals are involved in the denounced "Operation Kubango." There 
are also reports that the Portuguese authorities are monitoring Angolan 
citizens arriving in Lisbon from Angola and other countries. 


In its latest issue, the Portuguese weekly 0 JORNAL said that an unidentified 
government source had confirmed earlier reports that the Portuguese 
Government had ordered an investigation of anti-Mozambican activities in the 
Portuguese capital. 


O JORNAL quoted this government source as saying: "The executive wishes to 
make it very clear" that it opposes "any activity which implies unwarranted 
interference in the internal affairs of the RPM or which could in any way 

affect the excellent relations between Portugal and that African country." 
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Since the MNR was created in Ian Smith's Rhodesia, a significant portion of 
the South African propaganda regarding MNR activities has been disseminated 
in Lisbon. 


The activities of the armed bands are reported by radio to South Africa and 
from there to Lisbon, also by radi». 


The orders come to Lisbon regarding what to report and how to report it. 


Following the Mozambican visits of Portuguese President Ramalho Eanes and 
Prime Minister Pinto Balsemao--in November 1981 and June 1982, respectively-- 
the propaganda has come to include threats against Portugal, its governing 
institutions and Portuguese cooperants in Mozambique. It was in Lisbon 

that Pretoria had its MNR claim responsibility for the kidnaping and 
assassination of Portuguese cooperants, which was given great play in the 
right-wing press. This has been done so boldly that it has contributed 

to a growing antipatriotic image of the Portuguese Government, both in 
Portugal and abroad. 


Regarding the visit of Pinto Balsemao to Mozambique, Mozambican President 
Samora Machel met with dozens of Portuguese businessmen who accompanied the 
prime minister and told them that Mozambique represented Portugal's open 
door to southern Africa. The Mozambican leader explained that this would be 
in the interest of both countries. 


The understanding of this mutual interest has led ministers in the Portuguese 
Government--Interior Minister Angelo Correia and Foreign Affairs Minister 
Futscher Pereira--to make political statements against the use of Portugal 

as a base for actions against Mozambique. 


In practice, however, the situation has not changed. 


At the end of last month, the chiefs of state of Angola, Cape Verde, 
Guinea-Bissau, Mozambique and Sao Tome e Principe met in Praia, Cape Verde, 
and in the final declaration of the summit meeting it was stated: '"Certain 
countries with which our states maintain friendly relations are allowing 
their territory to be used as a base of support for the promotion and 
preparation of subversive and terrorist activities" against Mozambique and 
Angola (primarily, but not exclusively). The five chiefs of state concluded 
that "toleration of these activities, which are resulting in the destruction 
of lives and property, is in fact an act of complicity in the aggression 
against our peoples." 


This was interpreted as a reference to Portugal and as a signal that if the 
Portuguese authorities do not take action, the excellent relations with 
Portugal could be affected, as could the increasing penetration of Portuguese 
products in the markets of the five Portuguese-speaking African countries 

and other African areas where their influence is felt. 


The most recent reports from Lisbon indicate that the Portuguese authorities 
are concentrating their vigilance almost exclusively on an individual 
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(a Portuguese citizen) whom Pretoria has used as a "spokesman" for the armed 
bands. Either these reports are not full disclosures--and the Portuguese 
Government is really attempting to reach the entire network--or they are 
true, which for Pretoria means "sacrificing" the most prominent figure to 
protect the activities of others who have a better cover, in order to go 

on using Lisbon as a base.

CENSUS RESULTS, STATISTICS ANNOUNCED 
Density, Work Force Statistics 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 15 Sep 82 p 8 


[Text] Important information on the population of the People's Republic of 
Mozambique was announced to the participants of the 10th session of the 
People's Assembly yesterday. This information, revealed by Deputy Marcelino 
dos Santos, is the result of the processing to date of the data obtained in 
the general census of the population. 


Thus, in addition to the number of inhabitants of the country and the distri- 
bution by provinces, the information presented yesterday shows’ the socio- 
economic characteristics of the population, its distribution by civil status, 
the rate of illiteracy, degree of education, distribution of the labor force 
into various sectors, distribution according to construction materials and 

of water use by the population. 


After giving the information about the objectives of the RGP {General Census 
of the Population] and the work that followed, Deputy Marcelino dos Santos 
said in his speech that the corrected preliminary study obtained in the cen- 
sus shows that the total population as of 1 August 1980 was 12.13 million. 


The average population density in the country is 15.2 inhabitants per square 
kilometer. The province with the highest population density is Nampula, which 
has 29.4 inhabitants per square kilometer, and the province with the lowest 
density is Niassa, which has 4 inhabitants per square kilometer. 


The city of Maputo has the largest population and the greatest population 
density--i,255 inhabitants per square kilometer. 


The population lives in a total of 2,703,937 family units with an average of 
4.3 persons per unit in which an average of 2.1 persons work. 


The urban population represents 15 percent; 85 percent of the population 
lives in rural areas. 


For each 100 men there are an average 105 women in the country. The reverse 
holds in the cities, due mainly to migration of men. There are 100 men for 87 
women in the capital of the country. 
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About 56 percent of the people are single, while 37 percent are married. 
A total of 2.6 percent are divorced and separated, and 3.6 percent are 
widowed. 


Illiteracy Rate 


Of the population aged 5 years and over, 75.1 percent are illiterate; the 
rate is higher among women (86.2 percent); the illiteracy race of men is 

63 percent. This reflects the discriminatory policy of colonial-calitalism 
and of the feudal ideology concerning women. 


The illiteracy rate is lower among persons from 10 to 24 years of age, which 
more directly reflects the educational policy of the FRELIMO Party and the 
state. In the 5-9-year age group, the illiteracy rate is quite high, which 
reflects the fact that in general parents send their children to school at 
quite an advanced age, in many cases when they are over 9 years old. 


The total number of illiterates in the country is 7,261,417, while 480,839 
persons have received full elementary education. Some 8,405 persons have 
completed the second cycle of secondary education, and 4,275 have completed 
higher education. 


Labor Force 


The distribution of the labor force 12 years of age and over by various sec- 
tors is as follows: 83 percent in agriculture, 5 percent in industry and 6.9 
percent in other fields. 


The distribution of the labor force necessarily still reflects the legacy of 
the economic structure of colonialism; 83 percent of the population ts con- 
centrated in agriculture, of which 93 percent are in the family sector, of 
which 51.6 percent are women and 48.4 percent are men. 


Another aspect also studied is that of living conditions of the population, 
namely its distribution according to the materials from which their housing 
is constructed throughout the country. The majority of the people (62.6 per- 
cent) live in clay-coated wood houses. Only 9.1 percent live in concrete 
houses. 


The situation is different in urban conglomerates. In the city of Maputo 
the majority lives in concrete houses: 52.1 percent. 


As to the condition of water use by the population, according to Marcelino dos 
Santos, it has been confirmed that 84.1 percent of the people obtain water 
from rivers and lakes or wells, which is a characteristic of rural areas, 

Only 4.4 percent have running water in their homes. 


He also revealed that the first stage of processing the census has been 
completed and that now it will be analyzed. 
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In the first quarter of 1983 the total information about the population of 
the country will be placed at the disposal of all sectors and its analysis 
will ke concluded in June 1983.

NEW CASHEW PRICES--The secretary of state for the cashew industry has just 
announced the new prices for the 1982/1983 cashew marketing campaign, says 

a note from the Sector Directive Unit. According to the note, the minimum 
price per kg paid to the cashew producers and gatherers will be 5 meticals, 
regardless of the place of purchase. The purchase price for industry, at 

the factory or by factory agents at their warehouses, are as follows (sacking 
not included): 7,500 meticals per ton of Type 1 cashew nuts and 1,200 
meticals per ton of Type 2 cashew nuts. The note adds that wholesale prices

PARYS was not Germiston District. In that 
by-election, the Conservative Party and the 
Herstigte Nasionale Party outvoted the Nat- 
ional Party by 1330 votes. 

The National Party at Parys was ten votes 
ahead of the CP-HNP. 

In Germiston District the Nationa? Party won 
by a mere 308 votes. In Parys the NP majori- 
ty was 1602. 

In Germiston District the swing away from the 
National Party was 32 percent. In Parys the 
swing was 17,7 percent. 

One might draw the conclusion that the Nat- 
ional Party has stemmed the tide towards the 
Conservative Party and that even the com- 
bined CP-HNP would not have much chance 
against the NP. 
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his would, however, be an exaggerated con- 
clusion. 

Bear in mind that the Conservative Party has 
only been in existence for a few months and 
that its organisation in Parys had to be built 
up from scratch. 

Moreover, unlike the National Party, served 
by the Volksblad, Beeld and other news- 
papers, the Conservative Party has no real 
newspaper backing. 


Majority cut 


Nevertheless, the CP polled 3701 votes and cut 
the Nationalist majority from 3389 over the 
HNP in 1981 to 1602 over the CP in this by- 
election. 

The CP took votes both from the National 
Party and the Herstigte Nasionale Party, the 
HNP’s vote falling from 3389 to 1592. 

In the provincial by-election at Bothaville, the 
combined CP-HNP vote exceeded that of the 
NP by 570 votes, although the actual NP ma- 
jority over the CP was S06. 

One could say that .in Parys, on the basis of 
these results, the seat would be within the 
grasp of a CP-HNP grouping, and that in the 
case of Bothaville, a CP-HNP alliance would 
win the seat. 

At Walvis Bay, the NP had a comfortable win, 
but the result was predictable and not of any 
broader significance. 

The joy of the National Party in not suffering 
another Germiston District debacle should 


be tempered by the knowledge that the CP 


ihreat is by no means over. 

The CP, in fact, has shown that it is the main 
challenger to the National Party, whereas the 
HNP is a declining force, putting up poor 
performances in Parys, Bothaville and Wal- 
vis Bay.

It is of course unthinkable that anything sensible might be said about 
South Africa by any Commonwealth Government until after the Brisbane 
Games are over, one way or another. But not only Commonwealth but also 
all other Western. aligned Governments need to be doing some most serious 
thinking in the meantime about what is becoming one of the most urgent 
and undeniably one of the most intractable of their security problems. 
What the West is confronted with is a classic dilemma, comprising four 
basic propositions, First, the West cannot under any circumstances allow 
South African resources and facilities to come under Russian control. 
Secondly, South Africa is becoming progressively less capable of defending 
itself unilaterally against a Russian-led or even Russian-backed assault. 
But it is also politically impossible for any Western Government to enter 
into any normal agreement with South Africa for the supply of military 
equipment until the South African Government admits its Black popula 
tion to share in the political process which the Blacks themselves regarded 
as significant. And it is equally impossible for any South African Govern. 
ment to make concessions of this order to its Black population in presently 
existing or foreseeable circumstances. The problem would prima facie 
seem insoluble. It will nonetheless be resolved in the last issue, because it 
cannot possibly be left unresolved. What needs to be done is to define a 
formula for resolution before one is imposed by circumstances. 
Proposition (1) is not seriously open to challenge. South Africa's most 
obvious importance to the world outside lies in the fact that it is the non 
Communist world’s largest supplier of 11 of 22 key minerals required for 
industrial development, its second-largest supplier of another 3. and its 
third largest supplier of 4 of the remaining 8. Looked at another way, it 
supplies nearly 50 percent of the 24 minerals essential to the military: 
industrial capability of the United States.' South Africa also happens to be 
situated in one of the most strategically significant localities on the globe. 
1.5 million tons of oil are transported by sea around the Cape of Good 
Hope every day, representing 65 percent of total West European and 35 
percent of total United States imports.” Moreover, South African bases and 
facilities would be essential to any Russian plans to project power further 
out into the Indian or South Atlantic Oceans. United States Principal 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defence for International Affairs Franklin 
1). Kramer testified in May 1980 that the Russians “could not. under ex 
isting CHeumstances, cHectively interdict the sealanes” around the Cape ot 
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Good Hope. and that “they do not have the ability right now. in any 
significant way to tight outoof Attica” However, “it they have port 
lacthoes and other fachues in the area that would make a significant dif 
lerence.— 

lt has been argued rather strangely that these factors do not actually 
constitute a present danger for the West. Alternative sources for many 
though by no means all of the strategic minerals concerned would be 
available elsewhere in peaceume. And Secretary Kramer insisted that “so 
long as the Soviets do not obtain control of South Africa, we can assure the 
free flow of shipping through these lanes.” ' But this is only saying that the 
sea lanes are safe so long as they are not threatened. Phe real question ts 
what would happen in conditions other than those of peace. The fact ts 
that of all the control points of the Western Indian Ocean “only the Cape 
of Good Hope now remains under Western influence ... loss of Western 
control over the Cape sea route and the Indian Ocean to the Soviet Union, 
in addition to threavening oil supplies, would cut the world vertically in 
half and give Russia complete hegemony, except for China, over the three 
main land continents of Europe, Asia and Africa.” ' And, as the United 
States Jot Chiets of Staff warned in February 1981, “such a threat is not 
remote. Moscow has both .he interest and the capability to project military 
power throughout Africa.” 

Proposition (2) is also virtually self-evident. Nobody indeed questions 
the fighting quality of the Weermag. Former Commander in Chief NATO 
Forces in Northern Europe General Sir Walter Walker has said of South 
African soidiers that he doubts “if such strong men, high leadership and 
sheer professionalism can be surpassed by any other country in the world 
today.” " Four years ago, he expressed similar views about the Rhodesian 
Security Forces.’ He was probably right both times. The African Bureau 
Chief for Bussness Week has judged that the South African Defence Force 
can “contain and cope with any insurgency even as the pressures rise, even 
against the worrisome scenario of spreading forces thinly to counter an in- 
ternal uprising coordinated with an attack from sanctuaries on the other 
side of the country’s borders.” > But an attack at any level of intensity by a 
sophisticated major power could present quite a different proposition, The 
brutal truth is that “South Africa does not have much capability to defend 
the sealines of Communication around the Cape.” " 

That this is the case is at once the consequence and the supreme 
paradox of the arms sanctions policy adopted by the United Nations, Uheir 
intention presumably was to make it impracticable for Pretoria to contain 
internal pressure for change. It would not hopefully have been to leave 
South Africa open to Russian invasion. But the effect of sanctions has been 
to render South Atrica self-sufficient and supremely effective to deal with 
every contingency of Counter-insurgency warfare, while at the same time 
becoming progressively more vulnerable to convenuonal external threat. 
ARMSCOR has developed or adapted the highly combatworthy and 
heavily-vgunned Aland armored car, the Impala jet COIN attack plane. an 
Israch type assault rifle, a 155mm cannon which may be the best field gun 
in the world, a 127mm artillery rocket: system superior to anything 
deployed in the region by the Russians, and the Skorpion SSM. But South 
Africa's only main battle tanks are British Centurzons, and about a dozen 
Russian [-54s, intended for [di Amin, and outdated in the Russian ar- 
mory by four successive generations of battle tanks. The first-line air supe- 
nority force of the Luftmag is about 50 Mirage F-1 variants, which are in- 
deed sull counted as first-line aircraft in the French Air Force, although 
they are being phased out in favor of the Mirage 2000, which will itself be 
replaced eventually by the Mirage 4000. With South Afnean pilots, they 
can probably match anything up to MIG-25 standard. But South Africa's 
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sole airborne deterrent consists of 6 English Electric Canberras, issued to 
the RAF as their first yet bomber back in 1951, and 6 20 year-old Buc 
caneers, designed as carner-borne strike aircraft tor the Fleet Air Arm, 
The Canberra ts sull in combat service only in Zimbabwe. and the British 
are vhasing out their own few remaining Buccaneers 

Defence of the sea lanes around the Cape would presumably be a 
naval problem initially. But the South African Navy two years ago formal- 
lv “relinquished the role of guardian of Western interests... [thas instead 
applied its efforts to the logical task of protecting our own maritime 
priorities, such as our harbors, out coasts and our territorial waters. |" [t 
has in other words become a coastal defence force. Its blue water surtace 
fleet of 3 frigates with a range of 4,500 miles began to be mothballed in 
November 1981.'' Their withdrawal from service has merely been ac: 
celerated by the disaster of SAS President Kruger in April 1982. They are 
likely to be replaced if at all by far smaller corvettes of Israeli design. Far 
more serious sullis che fact that the Lugmag long range manume patrol 
capability is already minimal and will shortly become tnsigniticant. | The 7

Secretary General Joseph Luns, incredibly “without having any contact 
with che countries of Southern Atrica or Attica.” | 

Proposinon (3) might indeed have seemed axiomatic unul very recent: 
ly. A United States House of Representatives Study Mission to South Africa 
reported in July 1980 that any notion of developing good working relations 
between the United States and South Africa was “based on simplistic 
reasoning and would in all probability turn out to be cotally counter: 
productive ... neither the protection of the Cape route nor access to South 
Africa's minerals are of sufficient strategic importance to the United States 
to risk jeopardising our relations with the rest of Africa ... bv embracing 
the South Afiican Government we would be advancing the Russian cause 
in Southern Africa. Phey would be able to identify the United States as an 
ally of a white dominated regime while portraying themselves as the cham, 
pions of social yusuce and majority rule.” Both the homelands policy and 
Prime Minister Piet W. Botha’s concept of a Southern African Union, the 
Konstellaste van State, were dismissed as totally lacking in credibility. Phe 
independent homelands, according to the Study Mission, were “a creation 
of South Atrica’s policy of apartheid, and because of this most homeland 
leaders are regarded as stooges and sellouts by many urban blacks ... Phey 
will never be accepted by the majority of blacks as legitimate African 
states. With very few natural or mineral resources and thousands of acres 
of overgrazed and barren land. the homelands are not now (and probably 
never will be) agriculturally self-sufficient or economically viable. 
Politically. they will remain partahs in Afmea and the international com- 
munitv. To date, no sovereign state (except South Africa) has recognized 
anv ot the homelands and none ts likely to do 90." '* As tor the Aonstellasre 
can State” Protessor Robert | Rotberg of the Massachusetts Instituce of 
lechnology considered that all African states, “even the smallest, will shun 
formal economic ties unal South African whites have begun to share 
power —'' And former British 2s!me Minister Edward Heath has said flady 
that “South Atrica, despite its strategic importance, would not get the sup- 
portot the rest of the Western world in peace or war unless apartheid were 
abolished it Was an urgent necessity to grant full political rights to all 
non white South Atnicans.” '' 
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But it could not honestly be said that this is likely to happen. Proposi- 
tion (4) is still the only possible working hypothesis in existing circum- 
stances. Peregrine Worsthorne has asserted uncompromisingly that "there is 
no chance whatsoever of apartheid ever being dismantled to a point acceptable 
to Black Africa, since nothing short of majority rule would suffice for that 
purpose.... In other words, the West is asking the impossible, the unreason- 
able, that which is bound to be refused."16 All the evidence suggests that 
this is indeed the case. Prime Minister Botha has officially interpreted 

the concept of "power-sharing" to mean "the concept of consultation and co- 
responsibility," with "joint administrative services for the White and 
coloured population groups which would require joint consultation and de- 
cision'making."!/ But this would exclude the black population from the 
political process entirely, and in any case alludes specifically to adminis- 
trative rather than legislative functions, i.e., to the non-elective as 
distinct from the elective branch of government. Minister for National 
Education Gerrit Viljoen has similarly spoken of "new constitutional pro- 
posals which would put an end to the exclusive concept of a white South Africa 
without endangering the self-determination of the White," which whatever 

else it implies certainly rules out the prospect of non-white majority rule.18 


Nor ts it possible to overlook the technical factors which would in any 
case tend to mmpede the application of any legislavion which might incline 
toward genuine power sharing. Policy consultant and author John Seiler 
testified in’ May 1980 that most: Afrikaners were likely to be neither 
vetkrampte wou verligte, but “instinctively behoudend (conservative), wor 
nied about the implications of policy changes and secking reassurance from 
more sophisticated and better informed cabinet members.” This process of 
reassurance Could only at best be laborious and above all slow. Moreover, 
some 80 percent of the bureaucracy mvolved in the administration of the 
aparthend laws are Afrikaners more or less dedicated to the ideology of 
apartheid and consequently peculiarly in need of constant: reassurance 
about the wisdom: of dismiuanthoag i. But reassurance could hardly be forth 
coming with adequate conviction so long as the government itself “stub 
bornly insists that policy change must take place within the institucional 
mechanisins of the National Party. Phis means deliberation by the annual 
provincial and federal party congresses In the long interims between 
pariy congresses, the cabinet depends on Continued support from the NP parlia 
mentary caucus" This was of course the essence ol the Lreurmicht 
crisis, where the hberalizing tendencies of the Prime Minister were opposed 
from within his own party by the Transvaal NP leader Dr. Andnes Treur 
nicht, who clarmed the nomimal allegiance of Gb Transvaal parliamen 
tarians out of the 133 NP members of the Hlouse of Assembly. Hence un 
doubtedly the glactal slowness of the relaxation of the restrictions of petty 
apartheid relating to liquor laws, sports facilities and public parks. 

Allthis might indeed seem to add up to a complete impasse, in which, 
as Commander Kapstemn forecasts, “the field ts sadly left to bloodshed.” “ 
But the fact ais that new elements have intruded themselves into the South 
African situation over the past two years, introducing new options. Most 
significant of these of Course was the alteration in United States policy with 
the accession to power of the Republicans under Ronald W. Reagan. The 
President himself first indicated that the winds of change might be blowing 
ina new direction when he said in an interview with Walter Cronkite in 
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March L9O8d that “there's been a failure, maybe for political reasons in this 
country, to recognize how many people, black and white in South Africa, 
are trying to remove apartheid, and the steps they've taken and the gains 


that they've made ... And ... can we abandon a country that has stood 
beside us in every war we've ever fought, a country that strategically is 
essential to the free world? ... If we're going to sit down at a table and 


negotiate with the Russians, surely we can keep the door open and con 
tinue to negotiate with a friendly nation like South Africa”! 


President Reagan had apparently forgotten about Vietnam, to which 
South Africa had made no contribution, either military or non-military, 
but his mtentions were prefectly clear. And much more was to come. United 
States Ambassador to the United Nations Jeane J. Kirkpatrick met with South 
Atncan Director of Military Intelligence Lieutenant General P_W. van der 
Westhuiven a few days later. just) before General van der Westhuizen 
and four other Weermag officers were requested by State Department to 
leave the United States. Prime Minister Botha professed himself to be 
“greatly encouraged” by discussions with President Reagan and Secretary 
of State Alexander M. Haig, Jr.. in May. He had cause to be, The United 
States apparently now considered that “changes in South Africa over the 
past two years in labor, sport, integrated facilities and constituuional 
reform were not just cosmetic but encouraging reformist moves.” ’? Chair 
man of the Senate Armed Services Committee Senator John Tower in an 
address in London on “Strategic Metals in the 80s" reminded his audience 
of President Brezhnev's expressed interest in Russia's gaining control of the 
two “treasure houses” of the Middle East and Central and Southern Africa, 
and declared that the United States, “in trying to encourage South Africa 
to liberalize its policies, was more likely to get somewhere by improving its 
relations than by turning its back on South Africa.” “' A few weeks later, 
Assistant Secretary of State for African Affairs Chester A. Crocker told a 
Congressional Sub-Committee that there was “change under way” in South 
Atrica) “The Government.” he said. “has committed itself to some 
measures to reform in certain key areas. To refer to South Africa as 
changeless and immutable is a distortion.” 7! 

This meant that other governments did not need to be changeless tn 
their policies ether. Crocker himself set out on a campaign to restore the 
image of South Africa as a respectable state aligned inflexibly with the 
West. He told the African-American Institute in Wichita, Kansas, in June 
that the Administration believed that “it is the task of the West to en- 
courage purposeful, evolutionary change in South Africa toward a 
nonracial society, And we believe that all those who share our opposition to 
foreign intervention on African soil will acknowledge the need to find 
means to remove any pretext for the presence of foreign troops in Angola’ ” 
On August 29 he explained to the American Legion in Honolulu that in 
South Africa “it is not our task to choose between black and white ... We 
cannot and will not permit our hand to be forced to align ourselves with 
one side or another in these disputes. Our task, together with our key allies, 
is to Maintain communication — something we in the West are uniquely 
able todo and to pursue our growing interests throughout the region ... 
Phe Reagan Administration has no intention of destabilizing South Africa 
inorder to curry favor elsewhere ... South Africa is an integral and impor 
tant clement of the global economic system, and it plays a significant 
cconomuc role in its own region. We will not support the severing of those 
ules ... The United States also seeks to build a more constructive relation 
ship with South Africa, one based on shared interests, persuasion and im- 
proved communication ... We recognize that a measure of change its 
already underway in South Africa. At such a me, when many South

Africans, of all races, in and out of government, are seeking to move away 
from apartheid, it is our task to be supportive of this process so that pro- 
ponenets of reform and nonviolent change can gain and hold the 
initiative.” 

But perhaps the most unabashed expression of support came from Am- 
bassador Kirkpatrick on September 14, 1981, when the United States General 
Assembly called tor comprehensive mandatory sanctions against 
South Africa. The possibilities for evolution in South African society, ac- 
cording to Ambassador Kirkpatrick, were not only greater than commonly 
supposed, but South Africa's political system in fact “had some very good 
elements in it... [t has some elements of democracy — it has democracy 
for the Whites and dictatorship for the Blacks. It's open for the Whites and 
closed for the Blacks. Now what we need to do is to use whatever elements 
of openness there are in that system to further open it.” “7 And President 
Reagan repeated on January 19, 1982, that there was “no question about 
our repugnance for apartheid.” but that his “own feeling about South 
Africa ... is that maybe you can have a far better effect if you try as a 
friend ... to help them resolve their problem rather than just turning your 
back on a country that has been an ally and that has fought with us in all 
the wars we have had tn this country.’ “* His history was sull wrong, but his 
signals were unmistakeable. 

And it ts not only the United States that seems to have moved closer to 
some form of detente with South Atrica over the past two years. British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington insisted in talks with Nigerian Ministers 
in February (981 that dialogue was the best way to bring about change in 
South Africa. “We are determined.” he said, “to bring about peaceful 
change in South Africa.” ~’ Leader of the House of Lords Christopher 
Soames said that 1t was the duty of the West to explain to the more radical 
African countries that damage to the world economy from imposing sanc- 
tions on South Atrica would infinitely outweivh any theoretical poliucal 
advantage and (hat measuics designed to intensity South Atrica » isolation 
would do nothing to advance the cause of majority rule. Sanctions were 
ridiculed for the same reasons by French Ambassador to the United Na 
tions Jacques Leprette. The Cnied Nations Economic Commission for 
Africa itself concluded despairingly that the possibility of sanctions being 
implemented against South Africa did not exist in practice. And South 
Africa's credit rating for investment rose on a world scale from 34th place 
to 32d. 

What was impossible to overlook was that the South African economy — 
was performing more impressively than that of any devloped country out: 


side of East Asia. Anticipated growth rate for 1982 varied between 2.5 and 
4 percent, compared with an esuumated OECD average of about | percent. 
And the black population was undoubtedly sharing increasingly in the 
growing prosperity. Blacks in non-agricultural employment still received 
on average an income of only R2 269 in 1980, or about 24,6 percent of the 
median income tor whites. But the black median had risen by 20.5 percent 
in the previous twelve months, against an increase of only 17.2 percent for 
whites. Moreover, at R2 269 per head. South Atrican blacks were receiv- 
ing twice the average income ot inhabitants of the next most affluent coun- 
try in Southern Africa, the Seychelles; three times that of the Ivory Coast; 
and four times that of Nigeria, where the oil boom has collapsed.“ 
Prospects tor change could only be improved by the total defeat of Dr. 
Treurmicht in a confrontation with the Prime Minister at a meeting of the 
Transvaal National Party in February 1982. A vote of confidence in Mr 
Botha was passed by 172 votes to 36. Dr. Treurnicht left the meeting strip- 
ped of all his positions in the Transvaal NP. as did his supporters. He and 
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the only other rebel minister, Dr. Ferdie Hartzenberg, were both suspend- 
ed from cabinet and later resigned. It was a green light for reform as far 
along the road as the Prime Minister was prepared to go. And that could 
only be further than he had gone already. 

What all this adds up to ts a situation in which it is at least easier for 
Western governments to admit the logic of the South African situation in 
terms of their own interests, and even to act accordingly. There can still 
probably be no question in terms of practical politics of the kind of 
recognition involved in admitting South Africa as a full member of any 
kind of Western-aligned system of collective defence, such as a South Adiantic 
Treaty Organization as a counterpart to NATO." Nor is it imagineable 
that the sanctions applying to the sale of military equipment to South 
Africa could be simply set aside. But there need in the present climate of 
opinion be no serious obstacle to providing South Africa with weapons 
which would make it possible tor it to participate with Western forces in 
joint operations to resist an external threat, provided that these weapons 
could be shown to be wholly inappropriate for use against domestric in- 
surgency. And this is in fact exactly the situation. There is no doubt about 
the kind of militasy equipment that South Africa needs from the West. It 
needs, in order «priority, modern LRMP aircraft with Harpoon ASMs 
main battle tanks capable of engaging Russian T-62s, frigates with range 
sufficient to make cooperation with Western-aligned South Pacitic or 
South Atlanuc Navies physically possible, and perhaps a long-range 
bomber with some air superiority capability. These roles could be filled 
ideally by P3C Orion aircraft from the United States, Leopard tanks from 
Germany and perhaps A69 frigates of the type originally ordered from 
France in 1976 and subsequently embargoed. although British Type 42 
destroyers would probably do just as well. A strategic bomber capable of 
bie Harae. Bena and Landa and coverme Botswana would: present 
considerably greater difficulty None of these weapons could possibly be 
used for COLIN purposes. Eheim only function could be to defend the sea 
lanes and resources which Western governments recognize have to be 
defended in the last instance. The fact that making it posstble for South 
Africa to obtain these weapons would involve recognizing the right of a 
government to defend itself against foreign enemies while denying its right 
to defend itself agamnst domestic insurgency would merely be Consistent 
with the hypocrisy and nranonaliiy inherent im the whole Southern 
Affican problem. Bat this time it would be an exer Isecin hypocrisy and an 
radionatity which would actually saengthen the position of the West rather 


than that of ats adversaries

[Text] Good evening, Comrades and Dear Listeners of our Tuesday feature pro- 
gram, Organize or Starve, the program in which we discuss issues affecting the 
workers of our country, the main driving force of our national liberation strug- 
gle. Tonight in our programme we shall discuss about the importance of forming 
a strong trade union federation. 


As you should all know now, during the month of May this year an extended meet- 
ing of the National Executive Committee of SACTU [South African Confederation of 
Trade Unions] was held in Maputo in which problems of organization and mobiliza- 
tion confronting the workers of our motherland were reviewed. 


One of the policy resolutions passed at the meeting read, we quote: We call 
upon the workers of South Africa to struggle for free democratic trade unions 
and a federation of trade unions that will organize the unorganized mass of 
African workers for higher wages, better conditions of work, for equal educa- 
tional, vocational and technical job opportunities, for democratic rights for 
all our people. Unquote. Perhaps a question may be asked: What is the impor- 
tance of forming a trade union federation? 


During the last 2 years or 3 we the workers of South Africa have demonstrated 
on countless occasions our preparedness to fight and die if necessary for our 
rights. We have made it clear to everyone, both friend and foe alike, that we 
prefer to die on our feet than to continue living on our knees. Among the tre- 
mendous victories we scored, we forced many companies to grant official recog- 
nition to our trade unions despite the fact that they are unregistered and thus 
classified as unofficial. 


Last year we scored one of the most important victories against the racist 
regime when we forced this white minority government to suspend the so-called 
pensions bill, whose main purpose was to reap even more excessive profits from 
our meagre pockets. We demonstrated powerful solidarity, which undoubtedly 
sent a chill down the spines of the racists and exploiters, 


But most of our battles were fought at trade level [as heard], For example, 
when workers in an automobile factory went on strike solidarity came mainly 
from workers in the other automobile factories or tire factories or any other 
company related to the automobile industry. 
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This indicated the need to form a federation that will coordinate all our activ- 
ities at national level. It is very important for us as workers to remain aware 
of the fact that our main enemy is one, namely, the pot-bellied bosses who suck 
our blood with every passing day.

BLACK LEADERS CALL FOR ‘REAL REFORM!

[Text] National Party successes in the "mini-election" were a clear indication 
that the white electorate would back the prime minister if he opted for a reform- 
ist programme which included rather than excluded blacks, leaders in the black 
community said yesterday. 


Dr Oscar Dlomo, secretary general of the 350,000-strong Inkatha movement, said: 
"We would think the results mean that the prime minister need not keep looking 
fearfully over his right shoulder when speaking about reform. He can, if he 
wishes, introduce real reform without fearing a backlash." Dr Dlomo was speak- 
ing shortly after the announcement that the National Party had captured the 
parliamentary seat in Parys with an absolute majority, having earlier secured 
convincing victories in Stellenbosch and Walvis Bay. He made it clear that 
"real reform" meant reform which included blacks. 


Bishop Desmond Tutu, general secretary of the South African Council of Churches, 
said: "We said long ago that Mr P.W. Botha had nothing to fear from the far 
rightwing."" Bishop Tutu, who has risked censure from radical black leaders by 
holding talks with Mr Botha, added: "If the prime minister had the courage of 
his convictions, if he went for real reform, he would take the whole country 
with him," 


But, Bishop Tutu cautioned, if Mr Botha hoped to secure peace through his 
reformist programme, he should realise that only "real reform" would bring real 
security. 


Mr David Curry, national chairman of the Labour Party, agreed witn Dr Dlomo 
and Bishop Tutu. "Bringing coloureds and Indians into the new constitutional 
dispensation is not going to solve the problem," he said. "As long as the NP 
views blacks as citizens of the 'homelands’ there will not be peace in South 
Africa." 


The prime minister said after the Parys parliamentary byelection result yester- 
day: "The NP did excellently in the parliamentary and provincial byelections. 
We have reason to be thankful." The byelections had shown that the NP could, 
with hard work and honesty, take "more and more reasonable and understanding 
voters" with it on the path to reform. 
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Referring to the ultra-rightwing Conservative and Herstigte Nasionale parties, 
Mr Botha said they had no alternative message, as was clearly shown in Parys, 
Stellenbosch and Walvis Bay. "Johannesburg North and Stellenbosch showed how 
little enthusiesm there is for the Progressive Federal Party, the official 
opposition. They put up a poor show. Most voters have no trust in their 
attitude to South Africa's security. Their leaders are also not trusted with 
race relations and constitutional arrangements of the future." 


The leader of the opposition, Dr Frederik Van Zyl Slabbert, said that he was 
disappointed with the Stellenbosch result while the Johannesburg North result 
was 'predictable.' We took a beating in Stallenbosch and we will have to look 
at our organisation in the constituency. I am fairly satisfied with the Johan- 
nesburg North result which was to be expected. It is a safe seat's response to 
an uninteresting challenge," Dr Slabbert said. 


Dr Slabbert said that the Parys poll showed that the National Party was in 
trouble in all rural and peri-uban seats in the Transvaal and Free State. 
"The fact is that an unchallenged bastion of the NP five years ago has become 
a marginal seat," Dr Slabbert said. 


Dr Michael Sinclair, lecturer in international relations at the University of 
the Witwatersrand, disagreed that the Johannesburg North result reflected dis- 
illusionment of its traditional PFP supporters with its "negative" attitude to 
Mr Botha's envisaged constitutional reforms.

The stronger the NP standing in the Platteland the better for South Africa, but 
a National Party restored to monolithic strength--no longer even a remote 
possibility--would still not increase the chances of reform. On the contrary, 
one of the many real dangers facing South Africa is to have a government that 
cries reform and does nothing. It would be popular among, and comfortable for, 
whites to have a government that does no more than the Smith government in 
Rhodesia, drifting with the current of white aspirations until it was swept 
over the waterfall. 


Many white South Africans believed that either there is no waterfall or that 
their sturdy craft of state will barely feel the bump. They need to be con- 
vinced of the realities, and there the NP will have a key role to play for a 
long time in South Africa's destiny. To do that, though, it cannot be deterred 
by the flurry on the right; it must be encouraged from the left. The more peo- 
ple who vote to the left, the easier the chances of reform become. Unlike 
partisans and observers, we still believe that there is a role for the official 
opposition which has not been damaged by the by-election.

P.W. BOTHA WINS BROEDERBOND ENDORSEMENT

[Text] Mr P.W. Botha has won a resounding victory over Dr Adries Treurnicht 
in a battle for support of the powerful Afrikaner Broederbond. Broederbond 
sources revealed for the first time this week that the prime minister won an 
over-whelming endorsement for his constitutional reforms at a clandestine meet- 
ing of the Bondsraad. 


Dr Treurnicht, who had been invited to put his case, failed to turn up at the 
conference held at a secret venue near Cape Town. The meeting of the powerful 
secret organisation was seen as crucial to both the NP [National Party] and the 
CP [Conservative Party] in the widening split in Afrikanerdom. Both the prime 
minister and Dr Truernicht were invited to address the conference on October 9. 


Mr Botha, sources said, seized the opportunity to put the government's case. 
But Dr Truernicht declined the invitation. The CP leader, who this week 
claimed that the Broederbond would forfeit its power if it sided against his 
party, apparently decided to refuse the invitation because it was "neither 

the right time or place" and, although he is a former chairman of the organisa- 
tion, was a notable absentee. 


Sources revealed this week that at one point in the discussion a CP supporter 
tried to put an amendment to an agenda item. The effect of the amendment would 
have been to ask the AB to re-examine a constitutional solution for South Africa. 
After Mr Botha had finished speaking the issue was put to the vote and the CP 
apologist could muster only one vote--his own. 


The prime minister, it is said, also won his victory on his own. In what 
appears to have been a deliberate strategy, the only other cabinet minister 
present was Dr Gerrit Viljoen--who was there in his capacity as a former 
Broederbond chairman. 


And the nationalist MPS present also kept a low profile during the discussions, 
turning Mr Botha's victory into a personal triumph for the NP leader. 


There is puzzlement in Broederbond ranks as to why Dr Truernicht failed to put 
his case, or to offer an explanation for his absence. But informed sources 
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believe that--atter his defeat in the NP caucus earlier this year which led to 
the split--he was unwilling to risk a further humiliation. 


As it is, they say, his absence was a bad miscalculation which has cost him 
dear in the ongoing struggle for control of Afrikanerdom's most important 
institutions. 


Instead, he has fallen back on warnings from the sidelines such as his threat 
this week that the Broederbond would go “kaput” if it accepted integration--a 
subtle reference, sources believe, to events at the Broederbond conference. 


By putting his case to the Broederbond, Mr Botha is following the same route as 
Mr Vorster during the HNP split or 1969 when Mr Vorster vanquished his opponents 
and ensured that the Broederbond offshoot, Sabra, has "been brought to heel." 


During recent discussions the organisation, which is headed by Broederbond 
chairman Dr Carel Boshoff, has it is said, agreed to: 


-~abandon its investigations into the "coloured problem"; 

--sever its ties with the "oranje workers" who propagate the idea of a "white- 
stan"; 

--concentrate its research efforts on regional development. 

The significance of the agreement is that it will, if effective, turn the organ- 
isation around from a proponent of old-style, grand apartheid into a coworker 


in the government's confederal plans and it undermines the organization's sup- 
port for such CP policies as "coloured heartlands."

BYELECTIONS REFLECT ACCEPTANCE OF REFORMS

[Text] Brightest news from this week's byelectios is that the prime minister, 
Mr P.W. Botha, promptly interpreted the results as a mandate to go ahead with 
his plans for change. Nationalists, he said, had chosen their direction and 

he urged them to go forward without fear. This surely confirms the single most 
remarkable change in white society in recent times: The issue for many is no 
longer whether to change, but simply how, to what degree and at what pace. 


Who, a mere five years ago, would have imagined that a significant segment of 
Nationalists could respond so positively to the idea of reforming their own 
society? 


No wonder the prime minister displays elation, He took on his rightwing oppon- 
ents and won without making concessions to them or their dangerous, archaic 
ideas. Too much can be read into the byelection results--and no doubt will be-- 
but at least they put the rightwing threat into some kind of perspective. 


Deep in the heart of the Cape, the HNP and CP took a thorough trouncing, poll- 
ing in total fewer votes than the PFP candidate, who in turn was a very lame 
second to the National Party candidate. No threat to the Nationalists there. 
Walvis Bay, too, boosted Nationalists morale, though the constitutional plan 
hardly ranked as an election issue. 


Parys--traditionally conservative--proved less conclusive. The Nationalists 
achieved a majority of a mere 10 over the combined votes of his two rightwing 
opponents. Perhaps it is a measure of the anxiety in government circles that 
even this precarious victory is being seen as triumph. 


The bandwagon effect of the split seems to have evaporated and now the CP and 
the HNP are going to have to graft for support, as other parties have to do. 
Of course, the Right has not been routed, it has merely been made to seem less 
formidable. Things could change, 


And what of the so-called Left? Cleverly, the Nationalists have created the 


illusion that the government occupies an acceptable centre (as they may do if 
one accepts the other illusion, that the country is composed almost exclusively 
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of whites). But for an electorate anxious for change yet fearful of it, Mr 
Botha seemed to offer an easier option: Change without discomfort. It is a 
beguiling message and it would not be surprising if this contributed to the 
apathy or uncertainty of the PFP voters who stayed away in Johannesburg North. 


It is, we suspect, a temporary phenomenon. Many Nationalists concede pri- 
vately that their plans fall short, very short, of what needs to be done. 
Someone hac to say this out loud. And just as Mr Botha declined to pander to 
his right, so the PFP declined to pander to its right. It is the only posi- 
tion which a genuine centre party of integrity can occupy. To do otherwise 
is to invite the fate of the old United Party. 


Just as the electorate is showing signs of accepting the notion of reform, so 
too will it begin to recognise that there is a vital difference between reform 
that really removes grievances and change that simply purports to. 


We welcome positive moves by the government--like the positive move to help 
its supporters face up to the mere idea of reform. Yet one simple fact should 
be remembered. South Africa could turn a constitution on its head, but if it 
failed ultimately to meet the minimum demands of all its people it might just 
as well not have changed at all.

Others recognise full well that spy- 
ing is a murky business, and often downright sinister. All the more reason, 
then, that when a specific and apparently well-founded allegation of abuse is 
raised, authorities should not simply try to make refuge in silence. Such is 
the situation at present involving South Africa's National Intelligence Serv- 
ice (NIS). 


A Conservative Party MP claims that he has two affidavits from supporters 
alleging they were interrogated by NIS agents after they asked critical ques- 
tions at a National Party meeting in Nelspruit addressed by Mr Pik Botha. If 
this claim is correct and NIS is meddling in legitimate party politics then 
this would clearly be a gross misuse of power. Secret agents employed by the 
state have no business poking their noses into such activities, and we trust 
that no one in authority would even attempt to defend it. 


This being so, an onus rests on someone in authority to reassure the public 
that such an abuse would be contrary to policy and would not be condoned. 
So far no one seems willing to do so. 


Mr Botha said that he had been unaware of the alleged occurrence until the media 
had brought it to his attention. He had no further comment to make. The 
director-general of NIS, Dr Niels Barnard--with much less justification--has 
also taken refuge in a "no comment." 


In the circumstances we believe the leader of the opposition, Dr Van Zyl

[Text] There is no doubt that American support for South Africa in this period 
of reform has become more pronounced. 


Look, the Americans say in effect, we don't like apartheid any more than we 
did, but we have to give South Africa encouragement for its reform initiative. 


This view was put clearly by Mr Gordon Luce, the Americans alternate represen- 
tatives, ir the United Nations General Assembly last week when he admitted that 
the United States had no plan for a future political system for South Africa. 


"Nor do we, or any other members of this body, have a right to attempt to 
impose such a plan." 


Ultimately, the future of South Africa would be decided by the people of South 
Africa themselves. 


Internal reform had started in South Africa. "As long as there are people in 
South Africa, black and white, making a sincere and determined effort to create 
a system based on liberty, equality and democracy, they will have full en- 
couragement and support.” 


Mr Luce made -.the point that apartheic was not the only system by which contenm- 
porary governments denied citizens freedom of speech and assembly, the right 
to democratic participation in government and equality under the law. 


Although he criticised forced resettlement, he also emphasised that South 
Africa was not the only culprit in this regard. 


However, the fact that forced resettlement was practised by many other govern- 
ments in Africa and around the world did not diminish its injustice, he said. 


We find it refreshing to have a delegate to the United Nations telling that 
hypocritical body that South Africa should not be singled out for faults that 
are perpetrated by many other countries. 
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It is not that the UN wants us to change that gets our goat--the Pretoria 
Government and many South Africans favour meaningful reform--but that we are 
judged by yardsticks which do not apply to countries guilty of the same and 
far worse repressions. 


As a further example of America's balanced interest in Southern African affairs, 
we had U.S. Vice-President George Bush on a mission to African countries ex- 
plaining why the Cubans must leave Angola before the territory can move to 
independence via a United Nations-supervised election. 


In this regard, the United States shares our concern about the Cubans presence. 


Although Mr Bush may not convince all African leaders that the Cubans and a 
south-west African settlement are linked--in Nigeria, for example, Mr Bush did 
not succeed in narrowing the differences between that country and the U.S. 
over this issue--the fact that the U.S. is prepared to take its case to Africa 
shows how determined it is to get the Cubans out. 


There is a price America pays for its support of South Africa. Besides the 
strong domestic pressure that it should have nothing to do with South Africa, 
the Reagan administration also finds criticism in black Africa and elsewhere 
of U.S. friendly ties with the republic. 


As happened at the recent international monetary fund meeting at which the 
United States played a major role in getting a loan of Rl 240-million to 

South Africa passed against Third World opposition, even something as fair and 
just as supporting a South African application purely on financial grounds, 
and in terms of the charter of a specialised UN agency, can get the U.S. a 

lot of flak. 


However, as a superpower on which the free world relies, the United States is 
strong enough to withstand the criticism of Third World and other countries. 


Its support for a reformist South Africa is justified. 
Our only hope is that there are no strings attached to this U.S. support and 
that Washington is acting purely on the merits of our case and in order to 


encourage the government to make essential change. 


As we have stressed before, the Reagan administration will come to an end one 
day, but our problems, and how we resolve them, will remain our own concern. 


Other than that, we should be grateful for America's support and encouragement 
at this challenging time.

INDIAN TRAINEES LEARN AFRIKAANS--To enhance their Afrikaans lessons, the new 
intake of Indian trainees at SAS JALSENA recently held an Afrikaans concert 
at their base in Durban. All of the trainee seamen can speak English well, 
but most are not at home in South Africa's other official language. There- 
fore a programme of Afrikaans lessons was instituted at SAS JALSENA to over- 
come the problem. The man in charge of instruction is L Cpl D. E. Robinson, 
on detached duties from the Army Language Bureau in Pretoria. L Cpl Robin- 
son sees his task as ensuring that the Indian seamen are able to communi- 
cate in both English and Afrikaans. "We came up with the idea of a concert 
as a more fun way of learning a language verbally, as opposed to formal in- 
struction in the classroom. There they take notes and listen to me, where- 
as the concert concept gives them an opportunity to put into practice what 
has been learnt." The concert, consisting of six one act plays written and 
performed by the trainees, was first rehearsed in the classroom before going 
on the stage. An invited audience attended the performance which lasted for 
about 1-1/2 hours. The trainees are given three 45-minute Afrikaans lectures 
a week, using the most modern equipment available including overhead, slide 
and movie projectors. The emphasis in lectures is on naval matters, with 
navai history comprising a large section of the syllabus. L Cpl D. E.

RELATIONS DETERIORATING BETWEEN SWAZILAND, ANC

[Text] Johannesburg, 15 Nov (AFP)--The rulers of Swaziland seem more resolved 
than ever to prevent their tiny southern African kingdom from becoming a 
sanctuary for guerrillas fighting South Africa. 


Three months after the death of King Sobhuza II, they also want a rapid con- 
clusion of negotiations to cede South African territory to Swaziland. 


But the kingdom squashed between Mozambique and South Africa is also more 
divided than ever over its loyalties. 


Swaziland plans to maintain its close economic relations with neighboring 
South Africa, whose racial segregation policies it condemns, but at the same 
time does not want to alienate the OAU by appearing to be a South African ally. 


The Swazi high court recently issued a warning to "freedom fighters" belonging 
to the anti-apartheid ANC, which is banned in South Africa, and to the Namibian 
nationalists of SWAPO. 


It said heavier penalties would be imposed in future for illegal possession of 
weapons. 


The warning was issued after a series of incidents implicating ANC members. 


Last month alone, nine ANC members were brought before the courts on charges 
of receiving weapons. According to the South African press, several others 
were questioned by police as they sought refuge near the Swazi royal enclosure 
in Lobambo. 


In September, two ANC activists convicted of possessing illegal weapons told 
the court their target was not Swaziland but South Africa. 


King Sobhuza, until his death in August at the age of 83, refused to accept 
South African refugees unless they promised to give up their armed struggle 
when they came to his country. 
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Several ANC members and militants of the Pan-Africanist Congress (PAC) were 
detained in the Swazi capital, Mbabane, for breaking the rules, and some were 
deported to South Africa, according to the South African Institute for Inter- 
national Affairs. 


It is not yet clear what attitude the new Swazi rulers will adopt to militants 
seeking refugee from the South African authorities. 


Until a successor to the "Lion of Swaziland" is announced from among the 600 
royal princes, the queen mother--"the great she elephant"'-- is ruling the 
country as regent. 


The royal family wants to retain control of the government, despite growing 
opposition from those who want to democratise the tribal regime and improve 
relations with the "progressive" regimes of Zimbabwe and Mozambique. 


South Africa claims Mozambican-trained ANC activists have been passing through 
Swaziland to South Africa to carry out sabotage. Last December, soldiers of 
the small 2,600-strong Swazi Army clashed with a group of about 15 ANC 
guerrillas on the border with Mozambique. 


The ANC has accused South Africa of pursuing its members on Swazi territory. 
It charges that South African security agents were responsible for an attack 

2 years ago on a building in Manzini housing the ANC, and for the deaths of 
two guerrillas killed in their car about 500 meters (yards) from a South Afri- 
can border checkpoint. 


The deteriorating relations between the ANC and the Swazi authorities have 


come to the forefront because of the ANC's open opposition to Pretoria's plan 
to cede territory to Swaziland. [passage indistinct] 


The ANC argues that the deal is part of Pretoria's plan to create a chain of 
dependent buffer states of formally independent African "homelands" around the 
apartheid regime. The plan has also bem challenged in the South African 


courts. 


In exchange for the land, Pretoria would undoubtedly expect Mbabane to crack 
down on militant South African refugees in the kingdom.
